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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on September 26, 2003 has been entered. Claims 

2, 3, 5, 7-99 and 11-14 have been amended. Claims 1 , 4, 6, 10 and 24-66 have been 
cancelled. Claims 67-73 have been added. Claims 2, 3, 5, 7-9, 1 1-23 and 67-73 are 
still pending in this application, with claims 15, 69 and 71 being independent.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 3, 5, 7-9, 1 1-23 and 67-73 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant teaches a lamp alignment structure including a lamp base having a 

conical frustum shape with two holes extending in a direction parallel to the base axis. 
The holes extending from one surface to the opposite surface of the base. No prior art 
was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of the features of the 
applicants' invention.
